.raiding elsewhere," argued 


,'.'. Police Chief John O'Connor 


35 years ago! He adopted 
this principle and 
superfi-

•city. And thus developed a 
system of practical co-oper- 
ation between criminals and 
police, which lasted for a 
generation. 


Recently a succession of 


half a dozen big kidnapping 
cases shook the commun- 
ity's faith in criminal toler- 
ance, and a militant news- 
paper leagued with

citizenship groups has be- 
gun to scatter 
the 
gangs 


' and reform the police force. 


Apparently St. Paul is now 
destined to enjoy a period 
of law and order. 


A somewhat similar cam- 


paign is in progress in New 
York City, led by Governor 
Lehman, to overcome a sys- 
tem of organized crime and 
vice which are said to cost 
the metropolis half a bil- 
lion dollars a year. There, 
as in St. Paul, there will 
probably be a dispersion of 
criminals.

at 90 is probably the oldest man 
actively engaged in business in" 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley, has 
announced he is going to build a 
new town for this section. 
Dr. Hallam announced that a 
contract had been signed with 
Cameron 'County Water Improve- 
ment District No. 5 to furnish 
water for the townsite of Laguna 
Vista on the Laguna Madre about 
seven miles up from Port Isabel. 


'We could do nothing in the past 
because of lack of water," Dr. Hal. 
lam said, "but now we will pro- 
ceed with development of the town- 
site and of the entire tract." 


Dr. Hallam, 
who came 
to 


Brownsville almost 30 years ago 
and showed his keen vision by 
backing a Brownsville port proj- 
ect more than 25 years ago and 
an oil drilling project near here 
soon after, has been active in the 
civic and business life of the city 
throughout his residence here. He 
frequently has served as interim 
pastor of the Christian church 
here. 
Dr. Hallam is vice president of 
the Laguna Vistaclub.which owns 
the 10,000 'acres of land in the 
tract.

Will' Construct Canal. 
Dr. Hallam said a canal about 


63,000 feet long would be built 
from the northeastern end of the 
El Jar'din district system to the 
Laguna Vista tract where a re- 
saca will be used as reservoir. 
Water for the town, for two 


lakes which are to be filled and 
beautified, and for irrigation when 
farm development starts in the 
section is called for in the con- 
tract.

"There probably will be no irri- 
gation until we get enough people 
on the tract to form an irrigation 
district," Dr. Hallam said.

COURT OF CIVIL APPEALS 
REVERSES LOWER COURT IN 
. NOTED CONTROVERSY 


AUSTIN, July 1 0 . - 


The third court of civil ap 
peals today held 
valid "a 


Texas railroad commission 
order reducing gate rates 
from 40 cents to 32 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet on the 
Lone Star Gas Co, system in 
a sweeping opinion. 


The opinion reversed a finding 


of a Travis county district court 
jury; ruled that the state should 
have been granted an instructed 
verdict by the trail court; upheld 
the valuation of thc company's 
properties as set by thc commis- 
sion and a 6 per cent rate of re- 
turn and ruled various operating 
charges contended for by the util- 
ity were excessive and unreason- 
able. 


Gate rates in approximately 300 


cities and towns were affected by 
the decision. 
The appeals court 


dissolved a district court injunc- 
tion restraining the commission 
from enforcing the 32 cent rate 
and unless the action is supersed- 
ed in the supreme court, cities on 
the system could make effective 
immediately rate reduction ordi- 
nances.. 
Commission 
officials 
estimated 


ten prospective saving's to consum- 
ers at several hundred thousand 
dollars annually. 
The appeals court held the com- 


pany had failed wholly to support 
its claims the commission's valua- 
tions and rates were confiscatory, 
arbitrary and unjust. 


"The calculations, estimates and 


opinions of its experts show 
a 


studied effort on the part of the 
appelee (L*one.Star Gas Co.) to( 
charge large i'tems as operating 
expenses and depreciation at war 
with, the actual experience of the 
company .and we find no proof 
which would authorize th« trial 
court to submit any issue to the 
jury," the 
opinion, by As 
*' 
Justice M. B. Blair, stated. 


Items claimed by the company 
to be excessive were: About $1,- 
000,000 annually for depreciation; 
a $7,000,000 allowance for "going: 
concern" value; $300,000 to $400,- 
000 for federal and income taxes; 
annual management 
fees from 


$78,000 to $100,000 paid to the hold- 
ing company; $100,000 annually for 
advertising; $200,000 per year for 
cancelled and surrendered lease* 
and $400,000 per year *or regula- 
tory commission and general ex- 


peThe opinion also'denied, conten- 
tions of the .company jt was en- 
gaged in interstate commerce be- 
cause its Urfcs leading from the 
Texas Panhandle gas reserves tra- 
versed a section of Oklahoma en 
route to distributing 
points 
in 


Texas. The court ruled it did not 
constitute interstate commerce as 
a matter of fact 
The court said the valuation cal- 
culated by the commission's en- 
igineers would yield a rate of re- 
turn approximately 6.75 per cent 
when applied to revenues and that 
this was a fair return. The state 
valuation was $40,256,882. Thecom- 
pany claimed this was $23,000,000 
lower than the fair and reasonable 
value.

A I^af Out Of R«al Life. 


This ancient idyl which is the 
Book of Ruth—one of the world's 
acknowledged literary treasures— 
lifts out of real life a domestic 
picture which preserves the hero- 
ism and fidelity and romance of 
the common people. How many 
millions of Naomis

been bereft of husband and sons.'- 
We do not often speak or write 
of the tragedy of widowhood, with 
Its bewildering loneliness and sor- 
row, Yet.it is a tragedy that is 
being: enacted etery day in the 
circle which we familiarly know.

But Naomi was in a strange land, 
across the Jordan in the fertile 
uplands of Moab whither her hus- 
band had been driven by .a fam- 
ine in his Bethlehem 
home. As 


emigrants, 
EHmelech 
and 
his 


wife, Naomi, and their two sons, 
had settled down in a strange 
country to remake a new life for 
themselves. The boys had grown 
Up in Moab, and/ had 
married 


Moablte wives, Orpah and Ruth. 
.Then the 
disaster 
of three-fold 


death befell, and the three wid- 
ows 'were left desolate. 


Homing thoughts are strong in 


time of trouble. Naomi's 
heart 


yearned for the dear scenes and 
associations of Bethlehem. News 
had come across the valley^that 
prosperity .had returned to the 
country of Ephratah. The dis- 
tance seemed great for foot-trav- 
ellers, although a modern auto- 
mobilist may go from Bethlehem 
to Moab in a few hours. 


So Naomi set out, on a fate- 


ful day, her two daughters-in-law 
accompanying her. Her poverty 
is implied by the fact that she 
faced the journey .empty-handed. 
Behind her she left her new home 
and the graves of her dear dead. 
"What a picture of a broken-heart- 
ed woman, who was yet 
high 


spirited enough to arise from the 
ashes of her grief and to seek a 
new. life for herself. 


Can Women Be True Friends? 
Our modern cynical and sophis- 


ticated literature contends 
that 


women cannot form a true friend- 
ship with one another that will 
loyally survive all tests of self- 
interest, especially where a man 
is concerned. The story of Nao- 
mi and Ruth is a historic refuta- 
tion of it. 


Unselfishly, in a 
passage 
of 


moving eloquence, Naomi urged 
her two daughters-in-law to re- 
main behind in their own land, 
and to find new husbands and 
new lives for themselves. She her- 
self was old and broken; but the 
years held rekindled hope for the 
young women. Her sincere argu- 
ment was sound and reasonable, 
and Orpha yielded to it. 


But Ruth waa stedfast to wo- 


man's love for woman, and to a 
daughter's 
loyalty. In 
so doing 


she won two kinds of immortal- 
ity for herself; historically, as the 
mother of a line of kings; and 
in literature for the beauty of her 
response, which will 
live as a 


familiar quotation as long as lan- 
guage lasts: "Entreat me not to 
leave these, or to return 
from 


following after thee for whither 
thou goest, I will go; and whither 
thou lodgest, I will lodge; thy 
people shall be my people, and 
thy God my God; where thou 
diest, will I die, and there will 
I be buried: the Lord do so to 
me, and more also, if ought but 
death part the'e and me." 


Where A Noble Choice Led. 
It was a noble, loyal, selfless 


choice, surpassingly expressed. It 
tells us all we need 
to 
know 


about Ruth's beautiful character. 
Little could she dream of 
the 


glorious consequences of her no- 
ble fidelity 
and 
self-abnegation. 


Therein it was true to life. No- 
body knows whither the paths he 
elects 
may 
lead 
him. But we 


may be sure that when we are 
true to our highest impulses and 
convictions we are on the road to 
undreamed blessftig. 
"If only we strive to be pure and 


true, 


To each of us there will come 


an hour. 


When the tree of life will burst 


into flower, 


And rain at our feet a glorious 


dower. 


Of something grander than ever 


we knew." 


Self-Supporting Women. 


Like all rural towns, 
Bethle- 


hem was agogr over the return of 
Naomi, and full of sympathy for 
her. 
But there remained before 


the two women the bitter neces- 
sity of earning their own sup- 
port 
No longer was 
there 
a 


manly arm top rovide for them 


So Ruth, like countless 
other 


young women since, was faced 
with the problem of . being 
a 


bread-winner. With Naomi's sage 
counsel to guide her, she became 
o. gleaner in the fields of Boaz, 
a rich kinsman of Elimelech. She 
won the favor of the harvesters, 
as she toilsomely gathered 
the 


stray stalks of grain that they 
left behind Jn 
their 
primitive 


sickle-reaping. And she also at- 
tracted 
the 
attention of 
Boaz, 


who ordered special indulgences 
for her. 


Then, by a strategem born In 


the brain of her mother-in-law, 
she reminded Boaz of the duty 
of the next of kin to provide for 
a husbandless woman. Boaz took 
the matter before the elders for 
adjudication—so was law deter- 
mined in Israel in the days of 
the Judges—and, a prior claim by 
another havng been surrendered, 
Boaz took the fair Ruth to be 
his wife. 


Soon the empty arms of Noa- 


ml -were 
filled by a grandson. 


Life again took on Its full mean- 
ing. 
Her bitterness was abated; 


though she could not know that 
the babe, Obed, whom she cher- 
ished, was 
destined . to be 
the 


father of Jesse, and the grand- 
father of David, Israel's greatest 
king.
